Two years after her arrival 
I in Korea she was married 
to 
Itev. 
| Welbon, also a 
missionary. 
About 
seven years ago they were hero tor 
throe months during their lurlough. 
On returning to Korea the mission 
aides went to Vndong, a city of 15,000, 
100 miles over mountains from Taiktt, 
the nearest railroad point. 
“ M y husband rode horseback." said 
.Mrs. Welbon, “ hut the children and I 
were carried in wicker ¿h airs, over 
rough mountain trails, which were the 
I only route of entrance. 
I 
was 
the 
‘ j first white woman and our children' 
j were the first w hite children to arrive 
at Andong, and we were a great cur- 
| iosity. 
The natives were especially 
j curious about one of my little girls 
land my youngest son, both of whom 
! have red hair. 
“ When we went to Andong 
there 
I were but seven Christians there,” con- 
I tinued Mrs. Welbon when asked con- 
• cerning the success of their mission­ 
ary work, “and when 
we 
left 
our 
¡church at Andong had 210 baptized 
' members. If you are fam iliar with the 
Presbyterian church methods in Korea 
you will knowr that no person can be- 
i come a member until he or she thor- 
loughls understands what the step is. 
My husband was pastor of thirty-five 
I churches in the district. 
He 
went 
i from church to church, arriving home 
I about once in six or seven weeks. 
“ W e alw ays felt perfectly safe, and 
were never 
molested. 
M y 
children 
were taught at home, and art* quite 
well advanced in their studies." 
Mrs. Welbon taught two classes each 
week. 
Next March the missionaries are to 
return to Korea, this tim e to Pyeng 
Yang in the northern part, where Itev. 
Welbon w ill be given a broader field.
